LANCASTER, Ohio — (Associated 
Press) — While authorities here 
awaited results of analysis now be- 
ing made at Columbus, to determine 
the exact cause of the deaths of the 
Irving Henderson family of six here, 
the theory that Mrs. Henderson 
might have poisoned the family dur- 
ing a period of mental depression in- 
idueed by illness, apparently 
was 


somewhat strengthened. 


That either real or imaginary ill- 


ness was preying upon her mind was 
believed by authorities to have been 
shown yesterday by the finding of 
a letter from Karackas Red Wood, of 
Circleville, self-styled "Indian Heal- 
er." 
In his letter, dated September 


1; Wood addressed Mrs. Henderson 
as a "new sister" and assured her 
that he would cure her by use of the 
"Hindoo Occult Absent 
Method." 


Wood declared in a telephonic con- 
versation however, that 
he never 


had treated the woman. 


Another-discovery made yesterday 


led officials to believe that religious 
.fanaticism might have had a place 
in the disordered mind of the woman 
and been a contributory factor in 
any act she may have 
committed.
